THE  GENERAL  COURSE 
(Extension) 

Leading  to  a B.A.  Degree 

This  course  is  designed  for  those  who  cannot  attend 
the  University  on  a full-time  basis.  Classes  during  the 
Winter  Session  are  held  in  the  evening  from  late  Sep- 
tember until  early  April.  Summer  School  classes  are 
held  during  the  day  for  six  weeks  in  July  and  August. 

Candidates  for  admission  require  certain  Ontario 
Grade  XIII  Certificates  or  their  equivalent.  However, 
special  consideration  is  given  to  applicants  who  are  over 
thirty  years  of  age,  although  they  may  have  less  than 
the  admission  requirements  mentioned  above. 

Sixteen  courses  are  required  to  complete  the  B.A. 
General  (Extension)  Degree. 

The  programme  gives  an  opportunity  to  study  from 
a wide  selection  of  subjects,  at  the  same  time  con- 
centrating in  special  interest  areas.  Subjects  offered  are: 
Anthropology,  Astronomy,  Botany,  Chemistry, 
Classics  in  Translation,  Economics,  English,  Fine 
Art.  French,  Geography,  Geological  Sciences,  Ger- 
man, History,  Italian,  Latin,  Mathematics,  Music, 
Philosophy,  Physics,  Political  Science,  Psychology, 
Russian,  Sociology,  Spanish.  Zoology. 

Applications  for  Summer  Session  must  be  made 
before  June  /,  and  for  the  Winter  Session  before 
September  I .
